Mr. Tillman prefaced 
his 
report by 
speakiitfi of the peculiar dn'iim siunces 
ruling the committee's actions 
on 
the 
house bill, which imule it an embarrassing 
task to submit views that would l>c con­ 
curred In by the commit let; as a whole. 
Commenting upon the absence of harmony 
in the committee's deliberations, the re­ 
port says: 


"Instead of being amended in commit­ 
tee. as is usual, so as to command as a 
whole the endorsement and support of a 
majority or Its members, 
the bill was 
brought into the senate in a form, not en­ 
tirely satisfactory to inure than two mem­ 
bers. 
Party lines in the committee were 
broken down and Hv bill is in the s<-mite 
by reason «*f the union of live members 
of the minority party and tim e members 
of the majoritv party in congress, who 
concurred in reporting it favorably: and 
while these eight senators are agreed ais 
to tile general fmrpose and scope of the 
bill, there ate radical differences among 
them as to the amendments that ought 
to lie incorporated in it to make it fully 
adequate to meet the demand« of the bus­ 
iness iriteosts of the country at this time. 


"This lack of harmony among the sup­ 
porters of the bill—it would be «peaking 
with more accuracy to say the supporters 
of the policy - Involved in the, bill—brings 
about tlie anomalous situation in. which a 
member of the minority party in emigres:-; 
is put In charge in the senate of pro­ 
posed legislation which is generally re­ 
garded throughout the- country as the 
cherished scheme of the president, with 
whose general policy and principals that 
member Is not in accord. 
At the same 
time the bill Is designed to carry into 
effect his long-cherished convictions and 
the thilce-relternled demands of the par­ 
ty to Which he belongs.*' 


ICmphnslning the claim that this condi­ 
tion 1» without- precedent in legislative 
history, Mr. Tillman says it brings into 
prominence the fact 
that the proposed 
legislation is non-partisan and is so rec­ 
ognized as a result of the unanimous 
support given it by the minority in the. 
house and the fesv opposing votes-—only 
seven—in that entire body. 
“It therefore 
follows,” says Tillman, “if events shall 
prove that this measure has broken down 
party lines in both brunches of congress, 
that tin,» conclusion will be almost inevit­ 
able that it will be framed so us to ac­ 
complish the results intended or claimed 
to be intended. by%both parties, and to 
this end Democrats and Republicans alike 
should iiend all their energies and loud all 
that is best in them to perfecting and 
passing so Important a piece, of legisla­ 
tion.” 


There would follow #“a. cyclone of pas­ 
sionate 'resentment,*: said Tillman in pre­ 
dicting what would be the result of fail­ 
ure on ih«>- part of congress to m eet the 
widespread, demand for railroad rate- leg­ 
islation. .Tie declared tltot. "wow'jivill b.<. 
the harvest* of any member of the senati 
or house whose work in formulating a 
bill to'regulate railroads lucks earnestness 
or honesty of purpose, and who shall seek 
t to belittle the question or kill the bill by 
subterfuge aud deception. 
The constitu­ 
tion gives to cQiigffiss the power to regu­ 
late 
the 
railroads, lie contended, and 
there tire many wrongs to right. 


The bill as It caino from the house, Mr 
Tillman characterized as loosely worded 
and capable of different Interpretations. 
Discussing: the alleged Inadequacy of the 
measure, ho said It. is “the duty of the 
senate 
to 
make such amendments 
shall produce the best possible law and 
relieve the distress and wrong, the ex ­ 
istence of vvh&li no one will deny." 
hi 
thus commenting on tho bill, Mr. Tillman 
»old ho can claim to give epresslon to jm 
opinion except his own. Tho object sought 
ho added, best can be outlined In the- Ian 
guage of tho president In his last annual 
m essage to congress, and from this tho 
senator nuoted-extenaivoly. 


Mr. Tillman pointed out that it Is gen­ 
erally supposed that the pending measure 
embodies the “well digested views of the 
executive and those of his party whose 
advice lie consents ¿o ti^ke.” After enum­ 
erating the w aontial changes from the ex­ 
isting 
laws ’ regulating interstate com­ 
merce, he stated that the most.important; 
Is found in Section la, in which power is 
sought to bo vested «In the interstate'com 
m erce commission '‘after full hearing up­ 
on a complaint jyade, to tlctermltie and 
presprlb«* what will In Its Judgment be 
the just and "reasonable and fairly re 
mtuieralive .rate’’ * * to be 
thereafter 
observed in such ease as the maximum 
to bo charged, "and to make itn order 
that tho sam e shall go Into effect and re 
main in force for three years," which 
order shall “go into effect thirty days 
after notice to the carrier and shall re 


onildcnily to (his view and have not the 
.slightest doubt that it Is p o s s ib le lo prop­ 
ri >* amend this bill .so a« to prohibit the 
circ.nlt courts from interfering with the 
orders of the interstate commerce com­ 
mission bv any Interlocutory order. Ah 
hits already been observed ill connection 
witli the power to fixe rati's, this question 
also mu.*>t be determined by tin* supremo 
court should the proposed law be enacted. 


The M-nate must determine by its vote 
what sitali be its attitude upon the ques­ 
tions of court re\ lew and interiocutorj 
mtspehsiou«. 
The whole question at isStit 
as to giving relief to the producing inter- 
ts of the country revolves around this 
feature of the bill If any decision of the 
uipretnc court shall declare that congress 
is 
powerless 
to 
grant speedj 
relief 
through a. commission, it ms do no prophet 
to tell that an outbnr.vu of surprise and 
indignation will sweep o\< r tlie country." 


Commenting on the grò?--« earnings aud 
the net earnings of railroad properties, 
Mr. Tillman s.uiii.1 thut onci- a year every 
dollar in the Pnlted tate« pauses through 
the 
hands of the railroads and every 
three years becomes a part of their ltet 
arnlngs. 
He asked if it is any wonder 
that the railroads have the most brilliant 
legai minds at their command to conduct 
legislation, and asserted the struggle is 
between man and m oney-citizenship aud 
capital. Tiie Unal outcome, lie stated, will 
determine whether the people are capable 
of self-governm ent nmi can transmit to 
»oaterit.v 
the 'priceless heritage handed 
mnded down by our ancestors, 
lie dis­ 
missed at length the buildings of great 
fortunes aud the manipulations of great 
properties. Summing up the situation, he 
lid: 
"It is impossible to deny that this 
great accumulation 
of 
wealth 
lit 
the 
hands of the few is such a menace to 
liberty that tiie honest patriot stands ap­ 
palled by the outlook." 
After commenting ¡it lengthyupon what 
he declared to be the e\lMl|nir system of 
Juggling with railroad properties "for the 
robbery of the masses." Mr. Tillman stat­ 
ed that this phase of the subject brings 
into great prominence 
and 
importance 
“the relation to congress of the Increase 
In capitalization: whether it is the pur­ 
pose of congress to compel the business 
Industries to pay dividends not upon tin- 
real value of these properties but upon 
tin- lieti thins value which lias been sofight 
to be placed upon tlu-in by the increased 
-npitali'/.n lion." 
Concerning the application of the bill to 
this subject, he said: 
"There wr a dan­ 
gerous provision in this bill which, in my 
judgment, ought to lie stricken out. and 
Hint is in section IS. wln-re the interstate 
(omnieree commission is told 
'to deter­ 
mine and prescribe what will, in its judg­ 
ment. 
he the just 
and reasonable and 
fairly remunerative rate.' etc. 
The last, 
words are too elastic and ambiguous and 
can I»- construed to mean too miiclt"that 
it would be harmful and dangerous for 
congress to enact into a law.’ ‘Fairly n 
immerative rate' on what: the actual vai­ 
no or the fictitious value of the proper 
ties? 
Arc railroads which now pay..n»* 
dividends because of the immense amount 
of watered stock to be .allowed to compel 
''the producers who use their lines to pay 
a dividend on the excessive capitalization? 
Is congress willing to lend itself to the 
scheme of the railroad 
m agnates who 
have brought about this condition where 
in they levy tribute on the business in 
dustries of the country and compel tho 
payment of the pound of flesh?" 


Mr. Tillman declared there can be no 
justice in compelling the people a 
whole to pay dividends on watered stock 
primarily to increase the fortunes of men 
already too rich, 
lie contended that 't‘h< 
poor dupes" who have been led to invest 
tlteir savings In such stocks can better 
afford to lose Ilio,so i arnings tlitui to have 
the labor of the country saddled with tho 
burden of paying perpetual tribute in tho 
shape of 
dividends on dishonest taiuu- 
tlons. 


“W hatever else congress does or fails 
to do,” - he added, “the producers of tho 
country 
should be relieved 
from such 
danger of being compelled to make good 
the values of overcapitalized railroads as 
lurks hi this innocent looking and plausi­ 
ble provision about ‘fairly remunerative 
rates.' '* 


Mr. Tillman recommended that amend­ 
ments to the bill be adopted which would 
give relief to “the anomalous and out­ 
rageous condition of affairs disclosed as 
existing in W est.Virginia. 


Continuing ho said: 
“Vested with the 
rights of eminent domain to construct 
their lines-and granted liberal franchises 
and charters, the railroads designed to 
bo public, carriers for the benefit of tho 
Whole people, in tiny hist few' years have 
become rapidly transformed into the veri-

-T he procur­ 
ator of Tamboff has investigated the ease 
of Mile. Spiridonovo, the ITiycar-old girl 
who shot M. Ijuzhetioffsky. chief of tho 
secret police of Tnrnbol'f, and who.

Sho added that two .officers 
repeatedly drugged her back aud forth 
across her cell, tearing her hair, burning 
her flesh with their cigareis aud threaten­ 
ed her with abandonment to the Cossacks 
unless sho confessed, llor skull was frac 
lured In two places, om* eye injured and 
her body was a iiiuh s of bruises from head 
to foot.
